While It ii our aim to enlighten the aludent body rather 
than bore It to death, we feel that we mutt here and now, 
with fact* and direct quotation*, ahow the atudent body, 
faculty, and administration, that they really need not feel 
•uch “great concern" over “factual Inaccuracies in HATCH- 
ET reporting and editorializing."

Dear Editors: 

The Committee on Publications has viewed with great 
distress the misleading and inaccurate reporting which hqs 
appeared in the HATCHET in connection with the rejection 
of THE GRIND’S request for University recognition. It i*. 
of course, expected that an Independent paper will express 
Its views clearly and freely; but such freedom does not in- 
clude direct misstatements of fact, nor the attribution of 
Imaginary quotations to persons who never made them. 

The HATCHET occupies a unique position on the campus, 
one which places it under a very heavy moral responslbllUy 
to Insure the absolute accuracy of every fact it reports. In 
the first place, it 1s the only major campus organ of publicity, 
and no adequate reply to misrepresentation is possible. In 
the second place. It is responsible to no one— not to the 
student body, because it# Board of Editor* is self-perpetuat- 
ing, not elected: not to the Administration, which has an 
absolute hands-off policy toward the HATCHET; and not 
to economic pressure, because it la largely supported by 
funds granted it by the University. Great power and com- 
plete frwdom from outward supervision carry with them 
great responsibility. Thq HATCHET* failure to report with 
any basis of factual accuracy whatever the Incident of THE 
GRIND’S rejection as a campus magazine— a failure going 
to the extent of falsifying quoted statements— reveals a com- 
plete lack of a sense of responsibility. 

(Ed. Note— Dr. Linton was Informed by Editor Dorothy 
Henry at the February 28 meeting of the Committee on Pub- 
Ucattons that an apology would be automatically forthcom- 
ing eliould a statesnent attributed to film be shown Inaccw- 
rate. After a thorough Investigation of the entire records, 
we find Acre Is but one misquote, and that through a proof- 
reading error; therefore, we are at a Iota to understand Dr, 
linton's use of the plural.) 

Among the many inaccuracies contained In the HATCHET 
accounts, only thfee major ones are referred to here. 

1. The HATCHET In its Issue of February 18, 1947, states 
that the' Committee on Publications rejected THE GRIND’S 
request because “there It no room on the campus for a 
magazine." No such reason was ever brought to the atten- 
tion of the Committee; the Issue never arose. (Ed. Not*— 
nia la the unintentional misquote referred to In the Edltor*a 
Note above. The statement should have read, “There Is no 
room on. the campus for a magaalne o| the caliber of The 
Qiind.’* ^ Again, Dr. linton, our unqualified apologtea.) 
HATCHET readers may be IntereaUd In the real reasons 
wfcy the OommltUs reje6ted THE GRIND’S request. They 
are gfven h^ow, quoted from ^hs letter sent by the Commit- 
tee to the President on February 6, 1947. 

‘This action was taken for the following reasons: 

*1. The proposed publication gives no evidence of enrich- 
ing student life on the campus, of providing an outlet for 
worthwhile literary efforts, or ol contributing to the welfare 
of the University In any way whatsoever. 

“2, The moral and literary level of the first Issue of the 
magazine (published without University authorization) Is so 
low that the University's name could not be associated with 
the magazine without actual discredit to the University. 

"3. The surreptitious manner In which the first Issue of 
the magazine was published doe* not influence the Commit- 
tee to believe that the present group of officer* merit the 
University’s confldence.”

coos. Dr. Linton, In explaining the action to the editors, said 
that “only Punch In England and Judge In the United Statoa 
have been successful in the field of humorous writing.* 

The Grind, however, has not expressed any distant hop# 
of putting itself on newstands from Maine to California. It 
has aimed only at providing an outlet for student literary 
talent which does not properly fall under the coverage of 
The Hatchet and The Cherry Tree. As such. It ha# shown, 
in black and white, with facts and figures, that It not only 
can be, but is, a financial success. 

In a letter to the editors of The Grind, Dr. Linton ad- 
vised that “a group representing the Administration, Facuk 
ty, and Student Body of the George Washington University* 
had considered the proposal, and had come to a unanimous 
decision that: 

L The Grind’s request for University recognition bp 
denied. 

2. A letter from the Committee on Publications, be ad- 
dressed' to each advertiser in the first issue of The Grind 
informing him that the publication has no Uplversity affilia- 
tion. 

3. The representatives of The Grind be Instructed not 
to use any U^versity area for the ssde or advertlslnc of Tbp 
Grind. 

From this letter <»ie can only surmise that the commit- 
tee was either not cognizant of The Grind’s financial sueoeti^ 
or It feU that eventually the magazine might encounter a 
deficit which the University would have to meet 

If the former be the case, the (Committee should havp 
made a more thorough invmtlgntion. If an eventual finan- 
cial lota were the reason, certainly the publication shouldi 
not be denied the privilege to function for aa Ibng a time aa 
It remalaa solveBt The Committee could, at the least havp 
stipulated that the magazine be discontinued upon raa ch i n g 
Its first non-sustalnlng Issue. 

Although the Committee did not dlacuss the content ol 
the magazine, we cannot believe that a “committee on pub- 
lications* could Ignore this factor. Despite this, however, th# 
Student Council and The Hatchet fiad each pledged tta 
support to The Grind, professing enough good faith in the 
word of the editors to accept their fvomiaes of taming down 
the content 

The editors of The Grind were dlaeontent to go through 
tho dhanneln-^d- chaanete^totnd channeta, which •• M 
administration official fiut ^ *are like tho govombent oiily 
worse.* C^dnsequeatly they came out on their owm ttel 
reprearaUng tbeaUiirives aa a ibeognlaed Unlrelrslty pubUear* 
tioih. And they hnhred that thd scad bt and tba support loaa 
k campus iui 0 Kllht sodsts bora. ■ 

Evldehtly the Cbmmlttoo oh Pubheattoas foMs that reama 
of “dreams on paper* and months ol stagnating are necot*

The request of THE GRIND, proposed humor maga- 
zine, for University recognition was considered on Feb- 
ruary 13, 1947, by a group representing the Administra- 
tion, Faculty, and Student Body of the George Washington 
University. The decisions of this group, reached unani- 
mously, follow: 

1. That THE GRIND’S request tor University recognition 
be denied. 

2. That a letter from the Committee on PuUlcatlons 
be addressed to each advertiser in the first Issue of THE 
GRIND Informing him that the publication has no Univer- 
sity aflUlation. 

3. That the representatives of THE GRIND be instructed 
not to use any University area for the talc or advertising 
of THE GRIND.

Psychologists 
Discuss Job 
Opportunities 


• **JOB OgfO R TWlTlES" In the 
p^ehologicai fields of Counseling, 
Personnel, Clinical and Education 
were discusaed last week at the 
meeting of the Psychological Club. 

Dr. Mitchell Dreese. Professor of 
Educational Psychology, presided 
over the panel discussion. 

Dr. Dreese chose "Counseling” as 
his subject. He said, "I feel the big 
future in the field of counseling 
will be with schools a.id colleges. 
Public Service is consolidating and 
the over-expansion and adjustment 
period in industry resulting from 
the recent war will curb the de- 
mand for counselors in these fields. 

The December iysue of the maga- 
zine "American Psychologlat” was 
recommended by the panel for a 
more complete listing of jobs. 

Dr. Thelma Hunt, in discussing 
"Personnel,” pointed out that hir- 
ing, training, counseUni or any 
dealinga with the employee comes 
under the heading of personnel. 

"A new* idea In personnel U the 
Firm of Consulting Psychologist 
which handles Individual- or busi- 
ness problems.'* 

"There is an opportunity boom 
coming up,” Dr. Charles Cofer said, 
"for clinical psychologists.” "Jobs 
In diagnosis, therapy, research and 
administrative work with the Pub- 
lic Health, Veterans Administra- 
tion and private clinics will be 
forthcoming^’ he stated. 

Dr. Curtla Edward Tuthill told 
the group, "that the teaching pro- 
fession in psychology has about 
reached its aaturatlon point, how- 
ever, there Is always room at the 
top for a good man.” 

In general, these four educators 
stressed to mere than 100 psychol- 
ogy student majors present that 
experience and personality was im- 
portsmt, but that to command a 
top position a **B. A. la good, an 
M. A. Is better, and a Ph. D. is 
bMt.”

The last place Citadel cagers 
were abundly trounced by the Buff 
and Blue laat Tuesday night at 
Tech Gym.

Barry Krelsberg and BUI Cant-

Of course, even though the season’s records seem to substanti** 
ate this opinion, past tournament history proves that the experts 
usually have to throw the book away. 

Seldom does the favorite last through the thfee gruelling 
games In three days without sustaining a defeat. 

Carolinians, more than any other fans, should be wary of 
having their team seeded first. They need only remember last 
season’s tourney in which the tarheels, supposedly the class of 
the Southern Conference and one of the top teams in the country, 
were knocked off by lightly regarded Wake Forest.

A ti|>off on the final outcoipe of this week’s program might 
have been obtained last week in the scheduled tilt between the Tar- 
heels and State at Raleigh. A last minute postponement was ne- 
cessitated, however, when an estimated 5,000 fans broke down the 
doors of the arena and crowded it far beyond capacity. State holds 
an early season 48-46 triumph over the Tarheels, but the; two 
point margin is hardly a convincing advantage for the Wolfpack 
insofar as the playoffs are concerned. 

At thi» time it would «eem that the Duke Blue Devils and 
the Colonials, the other two seeded teams, have the best chances 
of upsetting the favorites. Both Duke and G. W., however, have 
drawn tough first round foes. The Blue Devils must face South 
Carolina while the Buff and Blue meets Washington and L«e 
Tliursday. St 

School spirit may bear heavily on my predictions, but, after 
witnessing the Wolfpack’s victory over Georgetown earlier this 
year, I would say that ,the Colonials are as good a team as there 
is in the South Confei^hce. If they get any breaks at all, tha 
Colonials should re^in the Conference title Saturday night.
